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‘The “Enabling Act” — An Ignorant 
Criticism Criticised. ‘ 


When a journal undertakes to criti- 
cise a measure of legislation involving 
constitutional provisions, the editor of 
such journal ought at least to have 
previously informed himself that there 
is such an instrument as the Constitu- 
tion of the State; and he ought to have 
first deigned to read that instrument.
